The  vvcirk  <il'  tho  .Sludi'iit  (IrKani/.atiiiii  is  :i  faiiiiliar  phas-j  cjf  schdul  life  to  most  of  the  sludi-iits  in 
our  hijrh  sc-huol.  Simu-  know  il  a.s  the  spoiisoi-  of  a  daiicL-  in  the  trym;  some  soo  it  in  the  operation  of  the 
eoiK-issions  litands  during  the  football  Kanies;  some  notice  it  in  the  traffic  committee.  But  however  it 
influenee^^  liieir  school  lives,  all  the  boys  and  K'rls  hire  are  acutolj   conscious  of  its  presence. 

It  has  luen  the  custom  of  the  Student  Organization  in  past  years  to  spread  it:'  program  out  over  an 
ai-ea  wide  enough  to  induce  as  many  stuilents  as  possible  to  take  iiail  in  its  affairs.  That  is  its  object  — 
to  teach  them  through  particiiiaticm.  Through  its  groups  ol'  ofi'iceis,  the  general  organization.  Class, 
and  HoniL'i-oom.  and  through  it;  assembly,  the  (irganization  strives  in  every  way  to  better  the  circum- 
stances throughout  the  entire  year  program. 

Some  of  its  outstanding  features  are:  (1)  It  provides  opportunity  for  the  practice  of  good  citizen- 
ship both  to  the  leader  and  to  the  private  citizen.  (2)  It  serves  .s  a  medium  for  the  expression  of  student 
opinion  in  relation  to  the  policies  of  the  school.  (.'J)  It  sets  up  the  machinerj'  through  which  all  school 
elections  are  held  on  the  basis  of  fair  play  secured  in  the  use  of  the  secret  "ballot.  (4)  It  cooperates  in 
setting  up  standards  of  acceptable  conduct  in  the  auditorium,  in  the  classroom — in  all  phases  of  school 
life.  (5)  It  strives  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  beauty  and  a  sense  of  property  rights  through  the  House 
and  Grounds  Committee  and  the  Lost  and  Found  Committee.  (6)  It  is  the  inspiration  for  and  the  unify- 
ing element  of  the  social  program  of  the  school.  (7)  It  arranges  for  assembly  progiams.  (8)  It  suggests 
and  cooperates  in  enforcing  traffic  regulations  in  the  halls  of  the  school  building.s.  (9)  It  schedules  and 
executes  all  Fire  Drills.  (10)  It  cooperates  in  publicizing  the  work  and  activitie^s  of  the  school.  (11)  It 
investigates  the  advisability  ol  new  organizations  or  policies  within  the  school.  (12)  Through  the  Junior 
Red  Cross  and  other  affiliated  groups  it  provides  the  opportunity  for  coopertation  with  civic  projects. 
(13)   It  fosters  democracj  in  all  school  relationships. 

Living  in  democracy,  a  democracy  which  is  meeting  such  a  challenge  as  ours  is  today,  all  of  us  realize 
the  necessity  for  understanding  just  what  principals  form  the  basis  of  our  way  of  life.  "We  believe  in  de- 
morcacy,  in  fair  government,  in  respresentation,  and  in  equal  opportunities.  We  "want  to  learn  its  methods 
to  teach  our.selves  to  apply  them  in  actual  experience.  The  chanr.els  through  which  these  efforts  can  flow 
are  found  in  our  student  organization.  It  is  a  worthy  part  of  our  school  life,  and  to  function  effectively
